The only 
Important requirement made is that 
all entries shown must be stock ac- 
tually.grown and selected by the 
contestant making entry, and spe- 
cial entry blanks will be-provided 
for proper signature to this condi- 
tion.

At the regular October meeting of 


the city council Tuesday night the 
matter of providing a new source of 
•water supply for the city came up 
for consideration. A special com- 
mittee that had been appointed to 
investigate this question, submitted 
Its report. Three plans were con- 
sidered by the committee whereby 
the water supply of the city could 
be remedied. The first was the in- 
stallation of a fillralion system to 
purify the water now in use, the 
second was drilling of wells, the 
thin! was using water from 
some 
nearby lake. Mr. Kirchofler, a san- 
itary" engineer of Madison, assisted 
the committee in their investigation. 
He advised against Ihe filtering of 
the water o_n account of the 
ex- 
pense of maintaining the plant. Sev- 
eral lakes were examined, the most 
likely 
one found 
being Hanson 
lake. This lake contains pure wa- 
ter but there was a question as to 
•whether the supply would be ade- 
quate to the demands 
in 
future 
years. Mr. Kirchoffer suggested the 
boring of wells to determine the 
amount of water which feeds this 
lake. 


The entire matter was left in the 
hands of the regular water 
works 


committee to 
act in conjunction 
with the special, committee' with 
authority to do as they see advisa- 
ble.

ENFORCE EGG 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture will enforce ruling made 
last February, stock can be con- 
fiscated and owner fined or Impris- 
oned if eggs show more than 5 per 
cent loss. The penalty is a fine of 
*COO for the first offense and a fine 
of .'300 for the subsequent offenses 
or imprisonment not exceeing one 
year. The eggs can be seized and 
a civil action brought against . the 
owner by the government. The bu- 
reau of chemistry of the department 
of agriculture recently Issued 
the 
following bulletin: "In the opinion 
of the department, eggs whicn con- 
la in yolk stuck to shell, moldy t 
black spots, 
mixed 
rots, 


yolks and any other »cgs 
consist wholly or In part of a fll-
